. 2 Andbecaulſc We would cxprdite 
this {cruice, and caſe youof importuni- 
tic, and leaueno way to the partiall in- 
formation of others, in the vnder oro- 
uer valuation of mens eſtates (which is 
often ſybieftto mucherrour) We hauc 
| o—_ this to _ the moſt indifferent 
and cquall way ofconiecturing at cucry 
monty to lend, by taking td 
rates for Out guide, at which they were 
aſleſled in the bookes of the laſt Subſi. 
dic, and to require thc loancof ſo much 
moncy only, as the cntire rateand valuc 
comes vaAto,at which they are there ra- 
wed aadicr; ASnamely , Hee thatisſct

at once hundred pounds in Lands, to 
lend ys one hundred pounds in money, 
and {o afterchat race foramoreorlefle

3 Whenyechauc agreed berweene 
your ſelues of the Tettetall daiesand pla- 
ces of your ſtrings, and which of you 
(hall arrend it, at euery ſeucrall place of 
your mectings in the feuerall parts of 
this County ( which Wee would have 
you to appoint as ſpeedily as may bee, 
and coattend without intermilſon)you 
ſhall ſend your watraots vnder your 
hands, or thehandsof two of you: ar 
thelcaſt, ro the high Conſtables, perty 
Conſtables, and orher officers, of, 'and 
in thoſe ſeuerall diuifiens, perſenally > 
warne all ſuch perſonswho were aſle 
fedforthe lalt Subſidie,or ro leave fuch

warning in writing at their dwelling 
houſes , that they faile not to giue you 
mecting,at the times and places appoin- 
tcd by you , and that thoſe Officers to 
whom your warrants arc directed, failc 
not to giue an account vnto you of 
their ſcruice therein. And ſuch as hauc 
beene warncd and doenot appeare be- 
fore you at the day and place appointed, 
you ſhall ſend for by warrant, and bind 
them oucr to appeare before the Lords 
and others of Our Priuie Councell. 

4 Thar at cuery of thoſe mectings 
when there is a conuenient number aſ- 
{cmbled, you vſc all poſſible endceauors, 
to. cauſe cuery of them willingly and 
checrefully to lend 'theſe Summes vnto 
vs, opening vato them: the neccſlitic, 
and vnauoidablcneſle of this courſe,and 
ſetting beforethem, that OurHonour, 
the reputation of this Nation ,the truc 
Religion,and common lafcty of Vs and 
Our people, and of Our Friends.and 
Allies, arc all ingagedin this common 
Cauſc, That there is now no time of 
diſputing;burt of ating that which con- 
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cernes Our common Defence,and aſſy-_ 
ring them that this courſe which-is at 
this time enforced by neceſlitic, and to 
which no ordinarie rules of Law can be 

reſcribed, ſhall not bee drawen into 
example or preſident, 

- 5 Tharifye (hal mecte with any ob- 
ic&tions, or ſcruples rayſed, which may 
bee impediments to this Our Seruice, 
That yce vſc all diligence to remoue 
them,and latisfie chem, Andif any ſhall 
obiect or whiſper, That if this way of 
ray{ing of money take place, then no 
Parliament ſhall hereafter bee called ; 
That yec fatisfic ſuch, That the ſudden- 
nes and importanceof the occafions are 
ſich,as cannot poſlibly admit ofthar de- 
lay,which the Summoning, Aſſembling 
aud Reſolutions of a Parliament do ne-. 
ceſſarily draw with it, And thar itisfarre 
from Our heart to make any ſuch vſc 
of the louc of Our people; Bur that We 
are fully purpoſed to talla Parliament, 
as ſoone as fitly Wee may , andas often 
as the Common-wealth and, State-oc-, 
caljons ſhall require it ; And-that by.

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their affe&ions ſhewed vato Vs in this 
way of neceſſnie, they ſhall the ſooner 
inuite Vs tothe frequent vicof Parlia- 
ments , being confident inthe hearts of 
Our people. 

6 That yc appointthedayes of pai- 
ment of the Summes of Money to be: 
lentvnto Vs, tobee within fourrecnc 
dayes, and perſwade ſuch as (hall bec 
able, to pay itat one entire payment, the 
better to accommodate Our great oc- 
caſions, which arcprefent and preſling: 
Bur toſuch as in your good difcretions 
yee ſhall thinke it more conuenient, yee 
may accept of the one halfeat fourreene 
daycs, and theother halfero bee payd 
within three monerths nextafrer thefaid 
—_— dayes. : 

7 ryou'treate apart with cuery one 
of Fraud arc Wks vnro V. and 
not in the preſence or hearing of any 
others, ynleſſeyou ſee cauſerto the con- 
traryin your good diſcretions: And as 
cuery one giueth conſent , Tfiat you 
cauſehim or her to ſet his or her name 
ot marke'to a Booke, Roll, or _—

bee made by you, teſtifying their aſſent, 
with a marke or diitin&tion for the 
times of payment accorded ynto; And 
if ye ſhall findeany,who cither ſhallde- 
nic tolend vato Vs, or (hall make des 
layes or excules,ler them know they doe 
thereby incurre Our high diſpleaſure: 
And if they perlſilt in their obllinacic, 
notwithſtanding that, Then yee ſhall 
examine {uch perſon vpon oath, whes 
ther he hath been dealc withall, perſwa- 
ded orpractiſed with to denie or refulc 
tolend, orto make excuſe for his not 
I:nding, who hath fo dealt with him, 
and what ſpeeches or perſwaſions he or 
they haue vſed tending ro rhar purpoſe? 
Amd ye {hall alſo charge cuery ch per- 
{on in Our Name vpon his Allegiance 
not to diſcloſe to any other, what his an- 
[were was; And if any ſhall refuſe to 
lend,or refuſc to takethis oath, you ſhall 
binde him ouer to appeare before Vs, 
or our Priuy Counſcll, to anſwere his 
contempr. | 
8 You ſhall ſhew your owne affc- 
Ctions and zcalc tothis buſineſſe,, and 
B to 


ro Our ſeruice, in your effetuall dea- 
I og wich all men treely and cheereful- 
ly co runne this courle, and in viing 
your powers, fauours, & credits which 
euery of you haue in the Countie , a- 
monglt the Gentlemen , Freeholders, 
and others , tro aduance this buſineſle, 
that it may come off cheercfully and 
roundly, And that you your ſelues by 
any meanes diſcouer nor any coldnefle, 
or vawillingnefleto the leruice, where- 
by any others to their diſcouragement, 
may gather that you haue no heart to 
the Worke, alchough for formes ſake 
you:mult take it vpon you, being em« 
ployed rherein : but that in your owne 
perſons ye heartily and really intend4t 
asa worke of infinite importance to 
Ourſeruice, andthe feruice and tafery 
of the Common-wealth. 

9. Thatinyour treating with your 
neighbours , about this buſineſſe, you 
ſhew your owne diſcretions and affe- 
cions,by-making choice of ſuch to be- 
gin with, who archkely rogiue the belt 
examples: and when you haue a com- 
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petent number of hands tothe Roll or 
Liſt of the Lenders, that yee ſhew the 
ſame to others as they come before you, 
to lead them tolend in thehke manner, 

10 Yelhallobſerue and diſcouer by 
all good wayes and meanes, whether 
any publiquely or vnder-hand be wor- 
kers, or per{waders of others diſſent or 
dislike from this courſe, or to hinder 
the good diſpoſitions of any others to 
lend vnto Vs : andas much as you may, 
ye (hall hinder all diſcourſes abour ir. 
And ye (hall certific Our Priuie Coun- 
cell in writing of the names , qualities, 
and dwelling places of all bb refra- 
Ctary perſons withall ſpeed, and eſpeci- 
ally if ye ſhall diſcouer any Combinari- 
on or confederacie, againſt theſe Our 
proceedings. 

11 Yeſhal lect all men know whom ir 
ſhall concerne, that we are well pleaſed, 
vpon lending of theleſummes required, 
ro remit all that which by Letters in 
Our Name was defircd,, ypon the late 
bencuolence, as a free gift: And if any 
haue alrcady payd ro Our vie any fuch

ſumme,rhat the ſame be accepted for ſo 
much,as in part of this loane, And if ir 
excced the ſumme deſired to bee lent, 


_ tharthe ouerplus ſhall be repayed ynto 


them withourfee orcharge, and in like 
fort, where it ſhall be equall, no further 
ſumme ſhall then bee required. And 
this being made to appeare vnto the 
Colle&or or Collefors of this Loane, 
either by certificate of ſuch perſon who 
colle&ed the faid Bencuolence,or priuy 
Seales,or otherwile,it ſhall be ſufficient 
warrant tothe particsthatare tolend,to 
defalke accordingly, asalſoto the Colle-

And if they haucalrea- 
dy paydinto Our Exchequer, orto aty 
Collector ro.Our vſe any ſuch ſummes

delired to be lent, it ſhallbeaccepted in 
part of payment thereof, if it be more, 
then the . ſurpluſſage thereof, vpon

thers of them. Burt ye are not to. admir 
of any ſuicto be made, or any reaſons 
to bee gwen for the abating of any 
f1mmes, the time and the inſtant occa- 
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{10ns not now admitting any ſuch di- 
ſpute, which would bur difturbe and 
protract the ſeruice. But where you 
ſhall finde poverty and difabilitie, there 
to vie a diſcretion when it comes to be 
colle&ed. 

14 That ye appoint ſuch and ſo ma- 
ry fitand able perſons to bee collectors 
of the ſummes of money within this 
County,as you ſhall thinke fir,of whom 
you ſhall rake good bonds for true pai- 
ment of the ſummes they ſhall recciue. 
The Collectors are to pay in the mo- 
neyes into the receipt of Our Exche- 
quer, without fee or reward to be paid 
by them , within foureteene dayes after 
the receipt hereof. Andas ſoone as yee 
haue finiſhed this ſeruice ( which Wee 
requirc you to performe with all poſli- 
ble diligenceand ſpeed) yeareto certifie 
ynto Our Priuic Councell the names of 
the Colle&ors (who ſhall haue ſuch al- 
lowance made vnto them by the Lord 
Treaſureras ſhall be fit) and the names 
and ſummes of the ſeuerall perſons, 
who thus ſhall lend ynto Vs, together

15 Yee hall deliuer roeuery Colle- 
for nominated by you, a perfe& tran- 
{cript vnder your hands, or vnder the 
hands oftwo of you, of thenames and 
ſumrnes of cucry perſon promiſing and 
vndertaking to lend vnto Vs, and the 
Collefor who receiueth the moneyes, 
ſhall vpoa receipt thereof deliuer an ac- 
quittance for the ſame, or ſo much as 
hee receiucth , which ſhall þcc a {ufh- 
cient warrant: for the repaymentthere- 
of vnatothe Lender , anda ſufficient re- 
ſtimony that hee: hath payd the ſame. 
Aud cuery ſuch Collectour within the

tion as aforeſaid, or returnein vader
